Canada’s New Stamps. 

The new Canadian postage stamps 
are meeting with decided approval 
in England, and at the same time the 
new British stamps are receiving 
some hard knocks. Here is what the 
London Daily Mail says: 

“The new issue of 
cént stamps, with King George's head. 
is a beautiful, well designed, and 
clearly printed as the first issue of 
English Georgien stamps is unsatis- 
factory. In piace of the awkwardly 
truncated head on the English stamp, 
the Canadian issue shows a bust por- 
trait of the King in Admi-al’s uni- 
form, beautifully engraved, with a 
light profile against a dark back- 
ground. The shading is exquisitely 
delicate, and gives full plastic round- 
ness to the head. The oval in which 
the portrait is enclosed is enframed 
by a border of maple leaves, and the 
inscription, “Canada Postage,” in 
white letters on a dark ground. A 
crown 1s placed in each of the top 
corners, and the figure 1, dark on 
white ground, in the two bottom corn- 
ers. Instead of the watery faded color 
of our one-half pence stamps, a deep 
rich green is used, which shows up 
the sharply engraved lettering. If it 
is possible to improve on the design 
by greater simplicity, the technical ex-

Wireless in Canada 

“Canada possesses more coast sta- 
tions and handles more wireless mes- 
sages than any other country in the 
world.”

P. Edwards, superintendent of the 
wireless telegraph service for the na- 
val department of the Dominion, in 
the course of one of the most inter- 
esting lectures ever delivered under 
the auspices of the Ottawa branch 
of the Canadian Society of Civil Engin- 
} eers. A large audience in the Car- 
; negie brary listened to the lucid ex- 
position of the the true inwardness of 
wireless telegraphy, illustrated with 
lantern slides and accompanied br a 
history of the development of the fac- 
flity, by Mr, Edwards. 

The lecturer, after telling of the 
inception of the new method cf trans- 
mitting human thought and showing 
slides of the first stations established 
as well as of the instruments used 
went on to deal with the rapid growth 
of the scope of wireless telegraphy. 
Even submarines were. now fitted 
with wireless instruments. Dealing 
with long distance transmittal he stat- 
ed that this was Marconi’s special 
field in which he led all others. He 
told of the first signal across the At- 
lantic, which proved that the curv. 
ture in the earth’s surface was not an 
insuperable obstacle to the se ding 
of messages. Two years ago the first 
commercial service had been com- 
menced, and since then growth had 
been rapid.

Watck,s the Hard Workers 

“Have you ever stopped to consider 
how much work a watch does each 
twenty-four hours?” asked a jeweller. 
His query was actuated by comments 
made by his companion, standing 
against the counter watching the end- 
less throng passing the door, upon the 
seemingly ‘tnterminable workday of 
the human race. 

.“No? Well, it is surprising the num- 
ber of movements a watch makes each 
day,” he continued. “If any human 
belpg attempted the same number of 
motions he would exDPtre from ex- 
haustion long before the first twenty- 
four hours could pass. Yet the wate 
keeps golng year in and year out with- 
out a whimper, and frequently with- 
out being given its proper food, a drop 
of oil here and there. 

“Compared to other machinery, 
that of a watch does the most work 
and requires the least attention. The 
reason for it is hardly explainable, for 
there is the same amount of wear and 
tear, a similar abrasion in proportion 
to the size of the movement machin- 
ery, that there is in the motor of an 
automobile. 

“But to return to the amount of 
work a watch does tn a day. In the 
first place, and largest in the scope 
of work performed, the tiny roller 
jewel makes a total of 432,000 impacts 
against the fork each twenty-four 
hours. That surely is marvellous. Try 
making semi-circular movements with 
your hand and see the amount of en- 
ergy you will expend in five minutes 
moving your arm as rapidly as does 
the roller jewel. 

“Then there’s the second hand that 
makes a total of 86,400 strokes in each 
twenty-four hours. Yet the power 
back of all these motions or tmpulses 
is derived from a tiny spring that 
can be snapped with a flick of the 
finger. I dare say that no element of 
power human ingenuity has devised 
performs as much faithful work or so 
great a quantity of effort as that tiny 
spring and the delicate pieces of 1mt- 
chtnery it propels.
